The ocasca of tho arrests of these erimoals,
therefore, none of whom, wdesd, are alluded to in
the pubheation, are elearly nor within the terms o1
thnt offer, and it has been perceived that nons ol
them are indicated or nrmn ntly contemp ated
the offers o! the 16th and 16th, where are p. omised
specific rewnids 191 Booth nud Payne aloue. It has
been conclnded, therelore, ihat neither tne party
nor purties who ®ffcted the apprehension of any of
these five, “arrested at the vime upon sospiclon
merely, though supsequently aseerinined to be con.
spirators ;' nor such party nor partics u# mav hive
furmshed intormation conducing thereto, are onti-
tied to any portion of the reward.
